Church News from here and there 


LWR FOOD SHIPMENTS 
SLATED TO HIT ALL-TIME 
HIGH IN 757 

Shipments of government-donat- 
ed surplus foods totaling 32,228,472 
pounds during the last three 
months of this year have been ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors 
of Lutheran World. Relief. 

The amount will bring surplus 
food shipments by LWR in 1957 to 
an estimated total of 95,000,000 
pounds—the highest in agency his- 
tory—according to Bernard A. Con- 
fer, executive secretary. Value of 
the proposed shipments was listed 
at $3,525,318. 

The figure compares with 67,515,- 
609 pounds sent overseas in 1956. 

The shipments scheduled during 
October, November and December 
will go to seven countries with 
Yugoslavia receiving the greatest 
amount—a total of 22,727,146 
pounds of flour, dried milk and 
processed. cheese. 

Of this a major portion will be 
used in the school feeding program 
through which some 1,800,000 chil- 
dren in 14,000 public schools—or 
approximately three-quarters of all 
Yugoslav youngsters under the age 
of thirteen—receive daily hot break- 
fasts. The program is conducted 
by the Yugoslav Red Cross with 
the cooperation of Lutheran World 
Relief and Church World Service. 

Other surplus food shipments 
during the last three months of the 
year are scheduled for Germany, 
2,977,500 pounds; Hong Kong 2,121,- 
900 pounds; India, 950,226 pounds; 


Jordan, 147,000 pounds; Korea, 2,- 


344,550 pounds; and Taiwan 960,- 
150 pounds. 

A summary report of shipments 
in June, July and August received 
by the LWR directors at a meeting 
here showed a grand total of 6,933,- 
162 pounds of clothing and food 
valued at $1,306,268 sent to 11 coun- 
tries during the three month period. 

This figure included 6,054,022 
pounds of food valued at $469, 021 
—of which 5,834,942 pounds were 
government-donated surplus foods 
—and 864,222 pounds of clothing. 


The remainder consisted of pur- 
chases by the agency of foods not 
available from government surplus 
stocks. 

The shipments went to Australia, 
Austria, Germany, Hong Kong, In- 
dia, Indonesia, Jordan, Korea, 
Syria, Taiwan and Yugoslavia. 

During this period Yugoslavia al- 
so got the greatest amount of food 
shipments—3,528,990 pounds of gov- 
ernment-donated flour and powder- 
ed milk for use in the school feed- 


“ing program. 


The shipments through August 
bring to a total of 283,298,328 
food and clothing valued at $71,- 
761,071 shipped by LWR to 29 
countries by the agency since Feb- 
ruary, 1946. 


COLOMBIA’S INTERIOR 
MINISTER ACTS TO ASSURE 
FREEDOM FOR PROTESTANTS 

Bogota, Colombia—Interior Min- 
ister Jose Maria Villareal has in- 
structed state governors and local 
authorities to assure full freedom 
of assembly and worship to Prot- 
estant sects in this predominantly 
Roman Catholic country. 

At the same time, the minister 
directed the governors to see to it 
that the 50 or so Protestant church- 
es in various parts of the country 
hindered in their work or prevent- 
ed from holding services because of 
“local difficulties” are permitted to 
function without further trouble. 

The minister’s order was made 
public 24 hours after United States 
Ambassador John Moors Cabot had 
called on Foreign Minister Carlos 
Sanz de Santamaria to request that 
Protestant groups be permitted to 
function without hindrance. Most 
of these groups are of American 
origin. 

Earlier, a statement issued by the 
Secretariat for the Defense of the 
Faith,.an agency of the Colombian 
Roman Catholic hierarchy, declared 
that the Church recognized “the 
right of non-Catholic Christians” in 
Colombia “freely to practice their 
own religion.”

The Lake Okoboji Bible Camp reported a good year. It 
has been able to expand from year to year on the basis of 
the profits it has made. Besides serving the Iowa District 
the camp has been used by séveral other churches. It now 
has a number of buildings. It is virtually free of debt. 
It is valued at about $90,000. 


The present officers of the district are: Pastor C. M. 
Videbeck, president; Pastor Irving Tange, vice-president; 
Pastor Lyle Paulsen, Secretary; Mr. P. John Petersen, 
treasurer; and Mr. Harvey Thomsen, trustee.
